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acceptable to him ; and therefore he that re 


ver/vaded tn his own mind,this was the Apoſtles Doctrine, who had 
the ſpirit of God ; he did not judge the one nor the other, but ſaid, let 
ery man be fully perſwaded in his own mind : (Mark that) all you that 
obſerve Dayes and Times 3 and conſider well whether you regard 
the Day to the Lord, or you obſerve it to the ſatisfying of your luſts 3 
for ſuch obſervation of Dayes, is not acceptable with the Lord, to 
wit, to obſerve them to fatisfie your luſts, and live in pleaſures 
1d vain delights 3 this is not a keeping the Day Holy, bur rather 
zrophanipg it 5 and againſt ſuch obſervation the Apoſtle writeth, 
when he faith, How turn you again to theſe weak and beggerly Elements, 
whercunto ye deſire again to be in Bondage 3 Ye obſerve Dayes and 
Months, Times and Years, Iam afraid of you, leſt T have beftawed 
upon you Labdur in vain. So here you may ee, though the Apoftle 
id not judge him that regarded a Day to the Lord, yet he reprov- 
eth 'heſp that had known God , or rather were known of him , who 
turned again to thoſe weak and beggerly Elements, and he was afraid 
leſt he had beſtowed Labour in vain : And therefore all you that ob- 
ſerve Days and Times, take heed that you are not in bondage to your 
luſts. - You that obſerve a Day for Chriſts Nattuity ( as you fay ) 
take heed that you ſpend not away your time in vanity and the 
pleaſures of the fleſh, for they that do ſo, will Crucifie the Juſt 
and Holy One, much like thoſe who buflt the Tombes of the Pro- 
phets, and garniſhed the Sepulchres of the Righteous, and faid, 
if we had been in the dayes of our Fathers, we would not have /lain the 
Prophets 5 and yet thoſe put Chriſt to death, of whom the Prophets 
prophefied ; And fo you fay now, You would not have Crucified 
Chriſt, nor put Stephen to death 3 and you obſerve a Day for him; 
| but conſider, if one come in the Name of the Lord, and bear a 
Teſtimony againſt your Temple and Worſhip , as Stephen did a- 
gainſt therrs , and tell you, that you are ſhiff-necked , and uncir 
cumcſed in Heart and Ears, &c, Would not the ſame Spirit 
of Wrath and Euvy ariſe in you as it did in them > And fo ye 
would make it maniteſt you are of that Generation that put Szephen 
to. death, though you keep his Day. But what do you keep it tor ? 
Do you keep it in remembrance of his Martyrdom ? If fo, how dare 
you Feaſt and Rejoyce as if you were glad of his Death > Do you 
not herein juſtifie the deeds of that Generation who flew him>And 
why do you keep a Day for the Innocent Children whom Herod flew, 
or cauſed to be flain 2 And why do you feaſt uponit, and make 
merry ? Do you not herein juſtifie Herods fa&t,and fo become guil- 
ty of innocent blood ? Confider well upon theſe things, and who 
it was that firſt commanded theſe Dayes to be kept : Was it not 
' the Pope ? For the Apoſtle doth not command Saints Dayes to be

Apoſtles DoCtrine, who ſaid, Let every man be fully perſwaded 1m 

his one mind; here was no penalty put _ one nor other (but this) 

and they were not to judge one another about Dayes, nor Meats, nor 

Drinks, (as you may read) Rom. 14. 

Andis it not a cauſing the People to fin, to impoſe chings upon 
them as Meats, Drinks and Dayes, (in which the Kingdom of God 
doth not ftand) ſeeing the Apoſtle faith, he that doubteth t5 
damned if he eat, (Mark that) becauſe he eateth not of Farth : For what- 
ſoever is not of Faithis ſm. And Faith rs the gift of God,which grueth 
viftory over the WWVorld ; in which we have unity with the Father,and 
the Son, and with the Sgints, and keep the Day to the Lord Holy 
(Mark that) in the Faith which purifieth the heart” the Day is kept 
Holy ; which faith ſtands in Chriſt the Power of God, by whomall 
things were Created. Butif thou doubtſt,and keep'ſt a Day becauſe 
it is impoſed upon thee, then thou finneſt, and fo haſtnot unity 
with God nor the Saints, And therefore You who are in Authc- 
rity , take heed that the obſervation of Dayes be not impoſed 
upon any m_—_ thoſe called Saints Dayes) leaſt thereby You 
cauſe the people to fin , And why do You forbid working upon 
thoſe Daies, and not Gaming, as C ards, Dice, Dancing, S$ porteng, 
and all other vain Pleaſures > Do not thoſe things more diſhonour 
the Lord, then fora man to be Diggmg, Planting,or following any 
other lawful employment whatſoever. Conſider wEll upon theſe . 
things, that prophanneſle may be ſtopt, and the abuſe of the good 
creatures of God in this Nation by exceſlive Eating and Drinking 
may be prevented 3 leaſt the Judgements of God fall upon the Na- 
tion as in the dayes paſt; for ſuch like wickedneſs Gods Judge- 
ments came : And let the Saints lite more appear , and the fruits of 
the Spirit in all Meekneſs, Gentleneſs and Patience , and Brotherly 
love ; that the Day of Chriſt you may ſee, which Abraham ſaw and 
was glad, and Szmeon waited for and departed in Peace , who ſaw 
the Salvation of God, A L.1GHT tolighten the Gentiles(as the Pro- 
phets fore-told) and to be the glory of / Fae! 5 And it youare againſt 
this Light, Gods Covenant , though you profeſs Abraham to be your 
father (as the Jews did) and obferve Dayes and Times for the Saints, 
while you are againſt the Saints lite (Chriſt who lived in them) who 
is the end ofthe Law and Prophets, all your Performances and Ob- 
ſervation of 4ayes and trmes, are abomination to the Lord , and are 
Idolatry and Superſtition , and are teſtified againſt with and by the 
Spirit of Truth ; which Spirit convinceth you of fin , which lea- 
deth the Saints into all truth ; in which Spirit the God of Heaven 
and Earth is to be Worſhipped, ſerved and obeyed;in which Spirit 


kept 3 but ſaith, He that regardeth a day , regardeth it to the Lord, 
he doth not ſay he regardeth zt to Saints, and {o it is manifeſt that the 
obſervation of Saints dayes is come up inthe night of Darkneſs and 
Apoſtacy fince the Apoſtles, and not by their command or exam- 

le. And further it is manifeſt, That he who is fartheſt from a Saints 
life, will contend moſt for a Saints day ; even the Drunkard, Swearer 
and moſt prophane, will be ready to do miſchict to the man that doth 
but follow his lawful imployment upon ſuch a day as they call Holy. 
Now, whether is it more unholineſle for a man to follow his lawtul 
imployment, or for a man to be Drunk, Swear, Game, and follow 
the pleaſures of the fleſh > Conſider well upon theſe things, and 
diſhonour not the Lord God by doing wickedly, while you pro- 
feſſe you honour his Saints, Oh the abhomination that is commit-
